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T. PATRICK’S DAY, 1937, marks, as 
well as the national festival, great 
national advance in the manufacture of 
Irish goods. Since this time last year, when 
we chronicled the record of industrial pro- 
rress, many new firms have come into 
báis while, as a general rule, it can be 
said that the vast majority of the older 
firms are producing more and better 
goods and finding a wider and more sub- 
stantial market. ' 

This industrial progress has not been 
made without efor and, while its 
succéss is largely due to the greater 
measure of protection afforded to national 
manufacturers by the Government, indi- 
vidual industries manned by thousands of 
young and new workers in almost every 
case. are making a new name for Irish 
products. 

So numerous are the various articles 
now manufactured by Irish hands, with 
the assistance of Irish brains and Irish 
capital, that, except in a few specialised

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lines, it is no longer necessary for 
members of the public to go beyond the 
confines of this country in order to meet 
the needs of himself and his family in 
food, clothing, equipment, and the 
necessaries of life. 


Indeed, as far as most of the im- 
portant necessities of civilisation are con- | 
cerned, they are now being made and 
distributed at home. Thirty new boot 
factories are working in various parts of 
the country, and close on 300 flour and 
other grain mills are turning day and 
night to provide the staple food of the 
pepe Wearing apparel of every 

ind isg@being manufactured in every pro- 
vince, and for the first time in history 
technical processes never before attempted 
in this island are now in full swing.

FURTHER step in the development of 

A industries in the Free State was taken 
at Ennis to-day, when Mr. Sean 
Lemass, Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
formally opened Messrs. L. Jordan’s braid 
mills. This is the second industry to have 
been established in County Clare by the 
present Government, the other being a 
whiting factory, which was opened in Ennis 
about three years ago. i 
Mr. Lemass, who was accompanied by his 
Private Secretary (Mr. L. O’Brien), was met 
on the outskirts of the town by a detachment 
of Boy Scouts, who, with a band of pipers, 
escorted him to the new factory. Here he 
was presented with a golden key by Mr. 
J. J. Winters, the architect, and, having per- 
formed the opening ceremony, he switched on 
the power to set the machinery in motion. 
He was then conducted over the building by 
Mr. W. Chapman, managing director, and 
a number of the directors. 
The new factory was blessed by the Rev. 
M. Madden, Adm., assisted by the Rev. 
Canon Vaughan, President of St. Flannan’s 


College.

THE NEW FACTORY 


The factory was built by Messrs. P. C. 
McMahon, builders and contractors, Ennis, 
to the design of Messrs. Winters and Jones, 


architects and surveyors, Molesworth street, 


Dublin. 
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Graves and Co., Waterford, and the modern 


factory lighting and wiring of the machinery 
(all slectsicalty controlled). was carried ,out 
by Messrs. The Bective Electrical Co., 
Dublin. 


Messrs. D. MelInerney, coal merchants, 
Ennis, supply fuel to the factory. 

At a luncheon which was held 
Queen’s Hotel Mr. W. Chapman, managing 
director, proposed the toast of ‘Irish 
Industry and Commerce.” There were two 
industries, he said, that had appealed to him 
more than any of the others, mainly because 
the majority of the products of their factory 
were wold in these directions, but also because 
these two industries happened to be the 
staple industries of his home city—Leicester— 
viz., boots and shoes and hosiery. These 
two industries had progressed tremendously, 
and to-day were capable of producing the 
majority of the requirements of thé Irish 
Free State in a manner which was a real 
credit to the organisers and the work people 
in those industries. Eos 

Mr. Lemass, responding, said that this in- 
dustry in Ennis might not be regarded as a 
large undertaking when compared with the 
great industrial concerns of other countries, 
but nevertheless it was of considerable im- 
ortance, not merely to the town of Ennis, 
but to the country as a whole. The wages 
paid to those workers were, he was sure, 
assisting in the promotion of the prosperity 
of the town. 

lf there was one reason more than another 
why he, as Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, welcomed the establishment of this 
industry it was not merely because the class 
of goods never previously produced here were 
to manufactured in this factory, but algo 
because the promoters of the. undertaking 
had consented to the proposal made by the 
Government that the factory should be 
located in Ennis. i 

'They set out a short time ago on a limited 
industrial programme, and although that 
programme had not been completed, they 
could look forward now to an industrial: de- 
velopment much larger than originally con- 
templated—firstly, because of that natural 
growth in the market for industrial products 
here; and, secondly, because by organisation, 
adaptation of scientific discoveries to indus- 
trial problems, and by availing of the techni- 
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cal developments in other countries they had 


Steel fabrication was ca ' d out by Messrs. ) been able to bring within the bounds of 
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Dublin and elsewhere. The older in- 
dustries, carried on by firms whose names 
are household words, have been stimu- 
lated to a great extent, and there is hardly 
a factory of any standing that has not 
taken on more workers and increased the 
variety and range of its products, 

Many of the newer factories,” although 
already in full operation, are not 
é“ officially’? open. Week by. week, how- 
ever, the list is growing, and—as will be 
seen from the article helow—Mr. Lemass 
yesterday gave his official benediction to 
a new factory at Ennis. 
the Minister will open a new shoe factory 
at Castleblayney, in Courty Monaghan, 
and in the news to-day is the fact that two 
new enterprises are starting in Clonmel.

The indasiry could not be 
established without him, or someone like him, 
with previous experience of it. _In other in- 
dustries also they had to rely to a large 
extent on the co-operation and assistance of 
people like him He could assure them on 
the people’s behalf, that he and people like 


him coming to give that co-operation 
in the solution of Irish industrial 
problems were very welcome here, The 


reputation of our people for hospitality was 
well-known, and if Mr. Chapman, when he 
returned. to his own country, found there were 
other’ industrialists contemplating. develop- 
ments here, or interested in the possibilities 
offered. by this country, he could assure them 
that, provided their. plans fell in with the 
national plans generally; they would get a

Those industries were 
obviously the first to attract our attention. 
Most of the existing concerns were capable 
of supplying ali the requirements of our 
eople. The industries yet ‘to be estab- 
ished will call for capital investment on a 
larger svale, and a degree of scientific know- 
ledge and technical accomplishment much 
greater than was heretofore necessary. — A 
number of such already has been established. 
but there is still room for more, and con- 
siderable scope for development in connec- 
tion with them. It is almost, inevitable that 
a greater degree of initiative by the Govern- 
ment will be necessary because local roups 
of business men will not always be able to
